Claim 2 (Previously presented)/ The melhod of claim 1, wherein the chemical 
modification comprises addition of a protect group selected from the group consisting of 
tertiary-butyloxycarbonyl, benzyloxycarbo/yl, propionyl, and bovine serum albuminate. 

Claim 3 (Previously presented): A plant metabolism regulator comprising a 
compound selected from the group c/nsisting of tertiary-butyloxycarbonyl aminooxyacetic 
acid, benzyloxycarbonyl amino/xyacetic acid, N,N' (diaminooxyacetic acid) 
ethylenediamine, N,N' (di-ter/-butyloxycarbonylaminooxyacetic acid), propiomc 
aminooxyacetic acid, 1-N-indolef hexanoic acid, mdoleacetic acid-N-conjugate with bovine 
serum albuminate, indole buty/c acid-N-conjugate with bovine serum albuminate, and 
indoleacetic acid-C-conjugate ^(th bovine serum albuminate. 
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Claim 4 (Previously presented): The plan/ metabolism regulator of claim 3, 
wherein the plant metabolism regulator inhibits plant ethylene activity. 

Claim 5 (Previously presented): The prant metabolism regulator of claim 3, 
wherein the plant metabolism regulator delays flower senescence. 

Claim 6 (Previously presented): The plant metabolism regulator of claim 3, 
wherein the plant metabolism regulator induces roof formation.

Claim 7 (Previously presented): A method for regulating plant metabolism, 
comprising the administration of a compound selected from the group consisting of tertiary- 
butyloxycarbonyl aminooxyacetic acid, benzyloxycarbonyl aminooxyacetic acid, N,N' 
(diaminooxyacetic acid) ethylenediamine, N,N ? (di-tert-butyloxycarbonylaminooxyacetic 
acid), propionic aminooxyacetic acid, l-N/-indole-3-hexanoic acid, indoleacetic acid-N- 
conjugate with bovine serum albuminate, inaole butyric acid-N-conjugate with bovine serum 
albuminate, and indoleacetic acid-C-cpnjugate with bovine serum albuminate, 

Claim 8 (Previously presented): The method of claim 7, wherein the plant 
metabolism comprises plant ethylene activity. 

Claim 9 (Previously presented): The method of claim 7, wherein the plant 
metabolism comprises flower senescenc 

Claim 10 (Previously presented): The method of claim 7, wherein the plant

metabolism comprises root formation/ 

Claim 1 1 (Previously presented): A plant metabolism regulator comprising a 
plant growth regulator compound lmked to a compound selected from the group consisting of 
tertiary-butyloxycarbonyl aminooikyacetic acid, benzyloxycarbonyl aminooxyacetic acid, 
N,N' (diaminooxyacetic / acid) ethylenediamine, N,NP (di-tert- 
butyloxycatbonylaminooxyacetijf acid), propionic aminooxyacetic acid, l-N-indole-3- 
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hexanoic acid, indoleacetic acid-N-conjugate with bovin/ serum albuminate, indole butyric 
acid-N-conjugate with bovine serum albuminate, and/ indoleacetic acid-C-conjugate with 
bovine serum albuminate. 

Claim 12 (Previously presented): We plant metabolism regulator of claim 11, 
wherein the plant metabolism regulator inhibits plj&it ethylene activity.

Claim 13 (Previously presented)/ The plant mfatiolism regulator of claim 1 1, 
wherein the plant metabolism regulator delays flower senescence.

Claim 15 (New): The p/ant metabolism regulator of claim 11, wherein the 
plant metabolism regulator is tertiary-butyloxycarbonyl aminooxyacetic acid. 
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
